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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's arguments filed 5/7/2007, with respect to claims 1 , 3-5, 7, and 8 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The rejection and objections to the claims will remain from Office Action dated 2/2/2007 
In response to applicant's argument that Deloy et al. fails to teach the non-light emitting portions are covered by the reflection plate in 
claims 1 and 8, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed 
invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In this case, "the light passes through holes in the light reflector 314, which is used 
to capture and redirect later reflected light into more useful directions" (Deloy et al.; Column 3, Line 67-Column 4, Line 2). 
In response to applicant's arguments, Claim 3 refers to "linear light sources having light-emitting elements... located above the substrate 
but below the reflection plate." The light-emitting portion is above the reflector and substrate as shown in Figures 2 and 3. It is unclear if 
the applicant is intending to refer to a non-emitting portion being "above the substrate but below the reflection plate" or the entire light 
source. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references of claims 4 and 7 individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The previous action incorporates the teachings of West 
et al. supplementing the surface lighting device of Johnson et al. using Figure 12 of West et al. that would use both the light source and 
the light irradiation angle correcting means with a reflector to "emit light over a broader area.". 
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
